Thanks for sending the pictures. The lantern 

and slides are not especially ucommon, but I 
would say what you paid is a fair price for the 
lantern and all of these slides. Often individual 
photographic slides start at about $9.99 each on 
Ebay, so by that criterion, you have $300 or $400 
worth of slides. Millions of these slides were 
made, but some of the best hand-tinted ones, and 
even the best black and white ones, can be very 
beautiful. The lantern itself looks to me to date 
before the light bulb--probably an 1890s lantern 
that originally had a kerosene lamp and was later 
converted to electric light, with the bulb being 
from about 1910. One thing you can say about 
these old bulbs is that they were built to last- 
-often they are still functional even now. The 
lantern was not a top of the line model when it 
was new--made for home use, and probably sold 
by merchants like Sears Roebuck for about $10. 
The slides sound like an eclectic assortment-- 
mostly travel and perhaps some personal photos. 
The “don’t forget your umbrella” slide would 
have been used in a movie theater c. 1910. These 
are quite collectible and probably would fetch 
$25 or more on Ebay.
